Lags as Audrey Rages 


The aftermath of hurricane Audrey, 
still on its path of destruction on the main- 
land, is a disaster of national proportions. 
The final toll in lives alone from the tidal 
waves along Louisiana's coastal marsh- 
lands will run into the hundreds, perhaps 
thousands. 

The entire nation must fush to the aid 
and rescue of those in the path of destruc- 
tion. State and federal governments, the 
Red Cross and all other agencies con- 
cerned must cooperate to the fullest in 
relief efforts. 

The storm again reminds us that we've 
learned little from the previous disasters 
of the past few years which cost the na- 
tion billions in damages. There is still an 
inadequate storm warning service and 
inadequate machinery for evacuating 
those in danger. It makes one wonder 
what would happen if this nation. were 
atttacked in a nuclear war. 

Despite President Eisenhower's pleas 
and congressional approval in principle, 
Congress still. _ has not implemented the 
disaster insurance program.

APPEARANCE OF 
ATTORNEYS IN 
CRIMINAL CASES 


This Grand Jury has heard 
testimony from numerous wit- 
nesses appearing before it, to the 
effect that when they, as defen- 
dants in lottery or illegal whisky 
cases, appeared in court, a cer-| 
tain named attorney stood up and’ 
said he represented the defend-| 
ants. However, under direct} 
questioning neither the defendant 
nor the attorney, who seems to) 
handle a large percentage of. 
such cases, was able or willing. 
to tell the Grand Jury who hired 
the attorney or who paid the at-_| 
torney. 

The witnesses in a great num-. 
ber of instances stated that they | 
neither hired nor paid the at- 
torney, that none of their rela- 
tives or friends hired or paid the | 
attorney, and they did not know 
who did hire or pay the attorney. | 

The attorney stated that most 
of these types of cases are paid | 
for in cash; he did not have any 
books or other records that would 
show from whom the money 
came; and in these particular) 
cases his memory failed him, so) 
therefore he had no way of telling 
the Grand Jury who hired him or 
who paid him. 

It is obvious from the above 
how difficult it has been to trace} 
the lottery and illegal liquor: 
rackets from the bottom up. 

However, in the opinion of this 
Grand Jury, there are laws al- 
ready on the books wherein at- 
torneys are required to disclose 
the names of their employers. 

This Grand Jury strongly rec- 
ommends that the following two 
sections of the Code of Georgia 
be availed of by the courts and
